SHOULD SENATE CONFIRM? 


WILBUR COHEN...ARCHITECT OF CHAOS 


Rise to Power Based on Art of Bureaucratic Lying! 


Wilbur Cohen, recently appointed as Secre- 
tary of Health, Education and Welfare has 
never been elected to public office or served 
in the cabinet. He has acquired no pre-emi- 
nence in industry. He is not a skilled artisan 
or trained in any profession. Nonetheless he 
has arisen to a position of staggering power 
in government, controlling in considerable 
measure the lives of over 200,000,000 
Americans. 

Wilbur J. Cohen, who is known as the chief 
legislative strategist for the New Frontier 
and Great Society, has long been behind-the- 
scenes czar of the Department of Health, Ed- 
ucation and Welfare which he pioneered over 
thirty years ago. Cohen, the federal “expert” 
and dictator in the field of medicine is neither 
an educator, nor a physician. 

H.E.W. Demands Highest Integrity 

There are perhaps no fields of endeavor 
where integrity and professional experience 
are more vital than those of medicine, educa- 
tion and scientific research. The department 


administers many of the Great Society pro- - 


grams and is the biggest spender in govern- 
ment, second only to Defense. It is important 
that we look carefully into the qualifications 
of its director since every person in America 
is affected in one way or another. 

What is the background of the individual 
who has just been officially made top dog 
over this entire area of governmental oper- 

ations? Wilbur Cohen is a mere labor econ- 
omist! The Social Security board hired Cohen 
thirty-four years ago when he left college at 
a clerk’s salary of $1540, at a time when pro- 
fessionals. were starting at a minimum of 
$4,000. He could not qualify as a professional 
then; nor can he now. Cohen is an incom- 
: petent, one of the many pants pressers emeri- 
tus who have become a symbol of his ilk, and 
with which Washington is overloaded. He 
owes his rise in power to the fact that he 
knew the right people, maintained the closest 
ties with organized labor and evidenced little 
concern about the quality of the associates he 
selected to help him attain his ends. 
_ The following words give a deep insight 
into the real character of Cohen. In a letter 
to a friend Dr. Marjorie Shearon, author of 
the book “Wilbur Cohen: The Pursuit of 
_ Power,’ wrote: “Cohen has tremendous 
power. He now lays down the policies of the 
_ President and the HEW Secretary, as. well 
-as having Senator Russell Long in his pocket 
w as well as the two Kennedy boys.. The Social

Past Red Record 

Wilbur Cohen has a past red record. He 
has never been questioned under oath about 
the matter. The following excerpt from the 
Hartford Times of 3-26-68 indicates he is a 
wheeler-dealer with a tricky unethical way 
of side-stepping important issues: ‘In the late 
years of the Eisenhower Administration a 
substitute for this concept (socialized medi- 
cine) had been passed as the Kerr-Mills Bill, 
named for the late Robert F. Kerr (D-Okla) 
and Rep. Wilbur D. Mills (D. Ark.). President 
Kennedy intended to replace that with a new 
law. When Cohen came before the Senate 
Finance Committee for his confirmation hear- 
ing, the medical groups gathered together to 
pick him to pieces. Senator Kerr’s protective 
questions shielded Cohen from innuendoes 
that he was a Socialist — if not a Communist. 
Why did Kerr protect him? 

“ Hes holding up his end of things,’ Cohen 
explained to an associate on his way back to 
his office. ‘Not many know it, but I wrote 
the Kerr-Mills Bill. He asked me to do it and 
I said I would but I didn’t believe in it and 
would do it just to help him. So today he 
helped me.’ ”

and his coterie spell for the country is to 
read the masterful “Wilbur J. Cohen: The 
Pursuit of Power.”

“The voting strength and financial leverage 
through national and international unions 
have given to Cohen such power as few men 
possess. His involvement in international in- 
trigue is well illustrated in his aborted mis- 
sion to Japan in 1948. He hoped to mislead 
MacArthur but the plot fell through. He has 
had his finger in the Social Security pie in 
numerous countries around the world, serv- 
ing as the catalyst bringing together social, 
economic and political forces to advance 
labor’s cause. If he deemed it not expedient 
to seek Communist support openly, there is 
no evidence he ever refused it privately. He 
has not been squeamish about methods and 
associates. If he has not proclaimed that the 
end justifies the means, he has at least con- 
ducted his life on the basis of that premise.”
